fact that the child received this alleged 
mistreatment from parties who probably 
have no legal right at all to the custody, 
control, or correction of same, only 
served to make the good people of M 
nerva more incensed over the affair. The 
particulars as given below were furnished 
the Bulletin by Messrs. Tom. McLaugh 
lin and James Runyon, who were here 
last Saturday afternoon to consult with 
County Attorney John L. Whitaker about 
beginning proceedings to investigate the 
charges, and punish the accusal, if 
guilty. Nearly a year ago the boy, Thos. 
Gray, who had been an inmate of the 
County Infirmary for some time was, by 
an order of the County Court, bound 
out to Mr. 0. N. Weaver, of Minerva, one 
of the Justices of this county. Ml 
Weaver entered into the usual bond to 
properly treat the Child — feed, clothe-and 
educate it. In the course of time, tin- 
citizens of Minerva noticed that the boy 
was making his home at Chas. Biggers' in- 
stead of Mr. Weaver's, but they paid no 
particular attention to this, as they 
thought the custody of the child had 
been transferred by tbe court. Diggers is 
a son-in-law of Weaver's, and as Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin says has always been i rider- 

edft "clever, kind-hearted fellow." In- 
vestigation, however, shows that he had 
no right at law to the custody of the boy. 
For several weeks some of their neigh- 
bors have been talking about the manner 
in which Diggers and his wife were treat- 
ing the child. According to Messrs. 
Runyon and McLaughlin, reports of the 
brutal beatings the little fellow received 
were frequent. Matters ran on in this 
way until last Thursday evening. At a 
late hour that evening, a neighbor whose 
premises are separated from Biggers' by 
a narrow alley, beard some one scolding 
the child for net being more prompt ii 
attending to some work about the house, 
and a few seconds afterwards, the scold- 
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unf- 



tunate child crouched down in some foil- 
der on Biggi-ra' premises. The little fol- 
low was but poorly clad, and with chat- 
tering teeth begged Mr. Grigson not to 
tell where he was, as he said " Mrs. lin- 
gers had threatened to skin him alive 
when he went back to the house." Mr. 
Grigson left, but determined that some- 
thing should be done for the child. Dur- 
ing the snow storm that prevailed that 
a'ternoon, some of the neighbors, Messrs. 
(Srigson and Robert WilaOB being among 
the number, went to look for the boy, 
but after searching the premises care- 
fully could find no trace of him. Not 
satisfied, they went back later in the even- 
ing, and, at last, discovered him under 
the stable fl >or. They tore up some of 
tbe flooring and took the little fellow out. 
The child was insensible ami was taken 
at once to Mr. Grigson's home. The news 
soon spread over the place, and nearly all 
the citizens of the town gathered In and 
around Mr. Grigson's in a short time. 
They expressed their feelings over the 
allair in very forcible language. Biggers 
himself went at once to Dover for Dr. 
Smith, and at 1 o'clock Saturday had fail- 
return. He probably thought it ff« 
best to make himself scarce in and about 
Minerva until the excitement had abated. 
Restoratives wereupplied, and after work- 
ing about three hours the child was 
finally resuecitated, was getting along 
very well Saturday and will recover. At 
first it was thought the child would die 
from exposure, and it is hard to tell what 
might have occurred in the excitement 
that prevailed if Buch a thing had hap- 
pened. Mr. McLaughlin says the boy's 
body shows marks of bruises and bad 
treatmont, and that according to the boy's 
own statements, he went without any 
food from Thursday noort. The following 
letter explains itself.

Let the investigation bo a 
thorough one, and if the accused are 
proven guilty, the extreme limit of the 
law will not be too sovere a punishment 
for such an offense.
